White-pine  blister  rust  is  caused  by  a  fungus  which  lives  on  white  pines  and  on  wild 
and  cultivated  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes,  called  ribes.  The  fungus  spreads  by 
means  of  tiny  wind-borne  spores.  Methods  are  given  for  destroying  ribes  bushes  growing 
within  infecting  distance  of  the  trees  and  for  preventing  the  establishment  of  new  bushes.
